Bluefield*, W. Va., Jan. 5.—Twenty- 
one miners were killed in an explosion 
of tho mine gas in the 
shaft of the 
Cooper Mine company at Coaldale, W. 
Va., at noon. 
Up to midnight only one 
body had been recovered. 
Immediate­ 
ly following the explosion, which was 
heard for several milos, rescue parties 
set to work 
to explore 
the wrecked 
shaft. 
Coaldale is a mining town situated 
on the line of the Norfolk and West­ 
ern railway and is fifteen miles west 
of Bluefield*!. 
It is In Mercer county 
and wire facilities are inadequate. 
There were three white and eighteen 
colored men entombed and no hope is 
held out 
that any of them 
escaped 
deaf h. 
The explosion was of terrible force, 
and caused great excitement in the 
surrounding country, many belie ving 
an earthquake had occurred. 
The mining 
cars and most 
of the 
property used in the mines are sup­ 
posed tf) h a te been blown to pieces. 
At 5:30 o’clock p. rn. the body of one 
of the miners, ll. C. Conrad, was dis­ 
covered some hundred feet away from 
the mine entrance, so mutilated that 
he is almost unrecognizable 
All hope of recovering alive the en­ 
tombed miners has been shattered by 
the pouring forth of gases from tho dif­ 
ferent entries. 
If the twenty-one men 
were not all killed Instantly by ihe ex­ 
plosion it is believed they must have 
succumbed to the great accumulation 
of gas following the explosion. 
Great crowds were attracted by the 
disaster and a large 
rescuing party 
soon began work. 
They were helpless 
to accomplish much on account of the 
smoke and gas, although the big fans 
are working with full capacity. 
The Coaldale 
operation 
is owned 
and operated by the Cooper Brothers. 
The Coaldale plant is considered one 
of the best operations in the field.

DISTRESSING INCIDENT.

was en grazed tho name, 
Mrs. Miner 
Morris, and written beneath in ink, 
was a hotel address. 
Mrs. Morris is the wife of Dr. Miner 
Morris of this city, and is a younger 
sister of Representative Hull of Iowa, 
chairman of the house committee on 
military affairs. 
About l'JOO Dr. Mor­ 
ris was appointed a clerk in the of­ 
fice of the surgeon 
general, and in 
April, 1902, he was discharged. 
The 
reasons were not specifically stated in 
the official record. 
Secretary lx>el) was busy and sent 
Assistant Secretary Barnes to see the 
woman, who said she wanted to sec 
President Roosevelt and have him re­ 
instate her husband. 
Mr. Barnes told 
her that the president had nothing to 
do with such subjects and he advised 
her to take 
up the matter 
with the 
head of the department 
from which 
her husband had been discharged. 
But Mrs. Morris Insisted on seeing 
the president, and became so insistent 
that Secretary Barnes told lit r that 
as she wras creating a scene she had 
better depart quietly or she would be 
ejected by force. 
She dared anyone 
to put her out, but after again refusing 
to depart quietly, secret service men 
partly dragged and partly carried her 
out to the sidewalk, despite her strug­ 
gles. 
She was taken 
In a wagon 
to the 
house of detention, 
from which she 
was later released. 
She was then ex 
amined as to her sanity and found to 
be sane and was set free. 
Mrs. Mer 
Via then drove to her hotel.
